Determined to collect even 


greater taxes from you, Presi- 
dent Truman has demanded 
that congress enact a series 
of fabulously expensive meas- 
ures that he describes as 
"public benefits."

"To teach is a privilege won by 
indications given of capacity and | 


integrity," he explains. "It certain- 
ly is not a political right. Although 
an individual has a political right 
to join any legal party, the nature 
and activities of such a party may 
unfit him for certin types of work.

Unnecessary Smoke and Noise 


Recently an editorial in these columns mentioned the 


advisability of the substitution of a diesel engine for tne old 
coal burning switch engine used in switching cars through 
the residence and business sections of Dixon. Now it ap- 
oears that a great many Dixonites read the editorial with a 
large amount of interest and that there is even more demand 
for such an improvement than we had suspected. 


The belt line travels for several miles from near the 


junction of the Chicago and Northwestern and the Illinois 
Central railways in the southwestern corner of the city, 
swinging north through the residence section nearly to the 
river'and then easterly all through the business section_of 
the city and through more residence section to the east city 
limits and then for a mile or so further east. The noisy 
switch engines chuff and puff and belch great clouds of 
smoke all along this route by day and by night. Smoke is a 
great source of damage to stocks of goods in business estab- 
lishments and smoke promotes anything else but goodwill 
among the housewives whose homes are in range of the belt 
line, and of course this affects thousands of people. 


A diesel engine, such as is used by the railroads for their 


switching operations in Sterling, is relatively quiet and clean. 
The Telegraph knows that it is speaking for a large number 
of our citizens when we urge the railroad authorities to give 
us this modern type of power for switching operations in 
Dixon.

Player Melding Out Ends Play

America's Card Authority 
Here are the remaining laws of 


four-handed Canasta. 


THE DISCARD: After complet- 


ing a draw and melding (the lat- 
ter is optional), the player dis- 
cards. If he plays all of his cards, 
he does not have to have a card 
to discard. 


FREEZING THE PACK: A 


deuce or a joker (or a red trey, 
if it is the first card turned over 
from the stock pile) freezes the 
pack. 
When the up-card Is a 


deuce or a joker or a black trey, 
a player cannot pick up the pack. 
He must draw from the stock pile. 


A black trey does not freeze the 


pack. 
It simply forces the next 


player to draw from the stock pile. 
But as long as the pack contains 
a deuce or a joker (or a red trey, 
if it is the first card turned over 
from the stock pile), it remains 
frozen. 


When the pack is frozen, it can 


only be taken up by a player in 
his proper turn when he has two 
natural card to match the up-card j 
card. For example, if the up-card 
is a five-spot, a player must have 
two natural fives in his own hand 
in order to pick up the pack if it 
is frozen. 


When the pack is not frozen, a 


player can pick it up if he has one 
natural card to mach the up-card 
and a wild card; or if he can play 
the up card on one of the melds 
previously made by his side. 


A player may meld (with or 


without having a card to discard) 
without asking his partner** per- 
mission. Before going out, though, 
it is your privilege to ask your 
partner, "May I go out, partner?" 
It is always your privilege to ask 
this question in your turn before 
making any meld. 
You do not 


have to ask. You may, if you wish, 
just go out. 
But if you do ask, 


you are bound by your partner's 
reply. If he says "Yes," you must 
go out. And if you are unable to 
go out, your side must pay a 100- 
point penalty. 
If your partner 


says "No," you must keep at least 
one card in your hand. 


However, when it next comes 


your turn, you again are priv- 
ileged either to go out without 
asking your partner, or, before 
drawing, once again you may ask 
your partner, "May I go out, part- 
ner?" You are again bound by 
his reply.

it may be greater in the eyes of 
God."" 


"The Cardinal" is not a religious 


book any more than "The Citadel" 
was a medical book. It is lusty and 
hard-boiled when Stephen's priest- 
ly duties and his obligations to- 
ward his family draw him into the 
wordlinest of atmospheres. 
The 


author writes of religious things 
only to make the reader feel the 
great spiritual force which moti- 
vates the man Fermoyle in his en- 
counters with the~~world. 


At the same time, Robinson lets 


readers see through the eyes of Fr. 
Stephen the inner workings of the 
Catholic church and its hierarchy. 
The author gains us entrance into 
the Vatican councils where we ob- 
serve with better 
understanding 


the foresight and strategy of the 
world-wide organization which has 
headquarters in Rome. 


Basically, however. "The 
Car- 


dinal" is the story of Stephen Fer- 
moyle, the human being ordained 
a priest but still burdened with his 
share of trials and frustrations, 
some of which shake the very soul 
of this virile, warm-hearted man. 


Robinson's latest—and probably 


his best—novel seems destined to 
become one of the most widely- 
read, widely-discussed stories of 
our time.

The labor (Socialist) govern- 


ment which came to power in July 
of '45 would have a normal life 
of five years — that is, until next 
summer. However, England's eco- 
nomic crisis has reached a grave 
pass that it's anybody's guess 
whether it will get better or worse. 
This confronts the Socialist leaders 
with the problem of whether to 
hang on until the end of their 
term — in hope of improvement — 
or to force an early election on 
the chance that things are better 
now than they will be later. 


Call Crystal Gazer 


As things stand, that decision 


must hinge largely on crystal 
gazing. 
Much will depend, it 


strikes me, on the outcome of 
the British - Canadian - American 
conference opening in Washington 
today to seek a solution of John 
Bull's predicament. If relief can 
be devised the Socialist political 
chances might be improved. 


England's Socialist leaders are 


under no delusions about the 
political dangers ahead. Both Sir 
William Lawther, president of the 
Great British trades union con- 
gress, and James Griffiths, chair- 
man of the Labor party, warned 
the annual conference of the T U C 
Monday that Socialist is facing- a 
tough fight.

"It is a well known fact that in 


1931 and 1932, hundreds of banks 
were in financial difficulty, and 
their directors were called upon 
to either pay cash or give pay- 
able notes to the bank to save it! 
from going into the hancis of re-1 
ceivership. In most cases the bank 
issued debentures promising to re- 
pay them for the money that 
they advanced to save the bank, 
if, and when the bank became able 
to pay dividend. This was made a 
matter of record and was binding 
upon the bank to repay the direc- 
tors for the money they had ad- 
vanced. It seems too bad, under 
the circumstances in the present 
case, that the appelants were not 
properly advised of their legal 
rights, so thev could have properly 
protected 
themselves, 
for 
the 


money that they had advanced. 


"It is our conclusion that the 


trial court properly held that the 
appelants were not entitled to re- 
cover, and the decree of that court 
is affirmed."
